submarine Acheron, reported miss- 
ing, has been contacted by radio 
and an intensive air search for it 
had been called off, the British Air 
ministry reported today. 


The 1,120-ton submarine with 65 


men abroad dived into the frigid 
Arctic waters off Greenland Wed- 
nesday, and had not checked in by 
radio at the appointed

10:05 a. m. (5:05 a. m. EST) today. 


Within an hour, the admiralty in 


London set off a "maximum ef- 
fort" air and sea search for the 
missing craft, in which American 
Air Firce units were asked to join. 


For six desperate hours, there 


was nor word from the nesv giant 
Class "A" undersea craft.

admiralty, first sent out in urgent

The entire facilities of the Anglo-

The latest victim was Gur- 


gen Marik, 46, a factory work- 
er. He was found dead in the 
sidewalk a few doors from his 
home yesterday morning. He 
had been shot in the back at 
.very clost range, -apparently 
with a high-powered rifle. 


Marik was born in Turkey 


and grew up in Russia. He was 
educated as a doctor in Ar- 
menia and was captured by the 
Germans while in the Russian 
army.'After the war he came 
to this country, attempted un- 
successfully to get his Russian 
medical degree recognized and 
turned to factory work. 


His billfold and pickets con-
